Interesting from Chihwahua.
The Battle at Santa Cruz.
From the New Orleans Picayune, May 4.

The U. 8. steamship Fashion, Capt. Mor-
gan, atrived from Brazos Santiago yesterday,
whence she sailed on the 20h ult., bringing us
several days later intelligence from &e io
Grande, and interesting news from Chihuahua.
Among the pas;ﬂ.enﬁt;s on the Fashion were
J. L. Collins, Esq., bearer of despatches from
Gen. Price and Gen. Wool to headquarters at
.W'nsiging't.ﬁ_. Our readers are already famil-
iar with name of Squire Collius, honorable
mention having been repeatedly made of him.
He was tuken grisoner some monthssince near
Chihuahua, and vonfined till about the first of
February, when he succeeded in making his
escape and joining the American toops at El
Paso. He participatedin the battle of Santa
Cruzde Rosales, with Gen. Price’s command,
and has kiodly furnished uws witha succinet
statement of the affair and the events which
were connected withit. As we have bad no
accounts of the engagement save from Mexican
sources,an Amencan’s version of the affair
will be read with interest,

Mr, Collins *ﬂforms us that about the first
weekin February he succeeded in breaking

rison at Chibuahua, then in possession of tlie
exican troops under commanid df Gov. Trias,
and after an arduous journey of six days, suc-
ceeded in reaching El Paso, 300 miles distant,
then under command of Lieut. Col. Ralls, of
the Missouri Mounted Volunteers. Previous-
Iy to hisarrival, intelligence bad been received
from various sources, that Urrea, witha stron
force of lancers, was upon the road to attac
them, having madea detour to the westward,
and these reports were confirmed by the cap-
ture of a small party of Mexicans, under com-
mand of a lientenant, who were surprised and
taken at a small town called Carazal, halfway
between Chihushua and El Paso. Letters an-
nouncing the intended march of Urrea wete
found in the possession of the commaunding of-
ficer. latelligence was thereupon depaiched
toSanta Feto Gen, Price. who immediatel
started with two companies of the 1st Regi-
ment, U. 8. Dmgoons, commanded by Major
Bell, one company of same regiment, acling as
artillery, commatided by Lieut. Love, and the
battalion of St. Lovisinfantry, commanded by
Lieut. Col. Easton, and theSanta Fe battalion
ander Major Walker, and arrived about the
20th of Februnary at El Paso, increasing the
command to about 1600 men.
It was ascertained that the repert of Urrea’s
advance was eatirely false, and Squire Collins
furnishing Gen. Price with all information of
Gov. Trias's position and means of resistance,
Gen. P. at once determined to march down
andattack him. Accordiugly, on thelst of
March, he started with ebout 400 menand ar-
rived at Chihuahuva on the evening of the Tih,
rforming the entire distance in the extraor-
inary shortspace of seven days, A deputation
of the civic autherities came out and held an
interview with Gen. Piice, informing him of
the reported conclusion ofa trealy of peace be-
tween Mexico and the United States, and en-
treating him not to enter the city. General
Price very properly disregarded this request,
doubted the information, and marcned into the
city. Ascertaining that Trins was but one
day's march removed from him, and he deter-
mined to follow him the next morning, and
acconliuigly raised all the horses he could to
supply the place of those broken down on the
march from El Peso, and the next morning at
8 o’clock, his command was on the march after
Tries. Notwilhstanding the previous lom
marchies, this gallant command accomplishe
the distance ol sixty miles that day, aud halted
before the town of Santa Cruz—a place of about
2000 inhabitants, where Trias's command were
in ion. About 7 orSo'clock the next
morning, Gen. Price sent into town a flag of
truce and demanded the unconditional surren-
der of Trias. This Gov. 'I. refused, but subse-
quently consented tohold a personal interview
with Gen. Price, at which informed him
that he had received information of the con-
clusionofa treaty of peace, and wus in daily
expectation of the receiptof intelligence an-
nouncing the establishment of an armistice.—
Various propositions were made on both sides,
both parties, under existing circumstances, be-
ing reluctant to resort to a contest at arms.—
Gen. Price would not consent to Gov. Trias
marching away withall his armsand ammu-
nitions, butagreed to permit him to return
with them or send them to Chibuabua, and if
they received official intelligence of the treaty
then to permit him toremove them where he
chose. Gov. Trias rejected this, as well asthe
proposition tosurrender, but begged General
Price to wait four days, by which time he con-
fidently expected the retuorn of an extraordinary
courier whom he had despatched to Durango
for information withregard to the treaty and
armistice.

'I:o this Gen. Price consented, and not only
waited the four days, but four days longer, at
the expiration of which time, a portion of his
force having come up increasing his strength
about 700, he determined to attack the town.
The Mexicans bad not been idleall this time,
having strongly fortified the plaza and the

The re-
port of the arrival of lancers proved (0 be Talse,
andabout 3 o'clock the action was resumed,
and continued till about dusk, when the Amer-
icans had succeeded in working their way
through the houses into the plaza, and the
Mexicans surrendered at discretion. The loss
on the side of the Mexicans was about 160
killed, and as many wounded, while on our
side there were butfive killed and twenty
wounded—two of whom subsequently died.—

less now than it was a fortnight ago, when
the Mexican journals reported that but 14 were
wanting in both houses to make » quorum.—
This tallies with reports here that members
are leaving Queretaro for their homes, as fast,
il not faster, than new ones arrive, There are
few here now that do not despair of the treaty
bein& ralified by the Mexican Government,
chiefly in consequence of the tardiness dis-
played by Pena y Pena, in bringin%‘Congtess
together, and the non-fulfillment of his prom-
ise to have a quorum assembled as soonas the
treaty was returned matified by our Govern-
ment. Reporis are current still, too, that Bus-
tamente is opposed to peace, and, you willob-
serve that tyour Queretaro  correspondent, in
speaking of him and Minon going to San Luis
Potosi with an army, says they have gone uu-
der the pretext of suppressing an Indian insur-
rection tn the Sierra Gordo district, which lies
between Tampico and San Luis Potosi. Par-
edes, notwithstanding the fulmioations of the
Government at Queretaro against him, and the
order issued to the governor of San Luis Poto-
&i to arrest him, was still at liberty at the last
advices from San Luis, Now the object of
Bustamente in going to San Luis. without
doubt, is either to overawe the partisans of
Paredes, and arrest him, or to coalesce with
him, and, ifthe lalter, farewell to the Govern-
ment of Pena y Pena and peace. Time alone
can reveal the designs ol‘gfl:lamente, but we
shall very soon have a knowledge of them. It

« During the last few days from fifteen to
twenty American soldiers, deserters, have ar-
rived here, who enlisted immédiately into the
Mexican army, Several of them have been
attachéd to the artillery and ordaance depart-
ment. Others have been sent te Guanajuato
and Guadalajara for the purpese of orgarising
companies. which are to be formed of Ameri-
‘cans (deserters.) There is much talk about
a desertion of from four to five hundred men,
that, it is said, is to take place ina  few days
from the American froops quartered about the
city of Mexico, and it is farther said that sev-
eral agents have left this place in order to fa-
cilitate the desertion.

It is a fact that in the above named depart-
ments there are now o0aly American soldiers
but also American officers, who have desert-
ed within a short time. Amongst them isan
artillery officer, who deserted six daysago, and
they have left this place in order to organize
inall the interior States.

Accordin% toa statement presented to Con-
gress the Mexican Government requirve, for
the purpose of carrying on the war against the
Americans: Sappers and Miners, aé:;l,- Foot
Artillery, 2640; Mounted do., 536; Infantry of
the Lane, 47,310; Cuvalry, 9440; other discip-
lined forces, 4590.
